Thanks for your latter of the first ami the enclosed copy of the medical report 
dated 1l/l/6(j. 

If you cannot provido a better copy -and with the original a clear one should 
present no prohlans 9 would you please be kind enough to infora mo what the handwritten 
notations say's’ On ay copy they are almost all undecipherable. 

Having road this report, and with some familiarity with the regulations and tin law, 

I can find no legitimate basis “for this document ever having been classified and I do not 
believe the reasons given for withholding it from esc are genuine. I therefore ask what 
led to its declassification, whoa it was declassified, at whoso request or direction, and 
how tho conditions that led to its being withhold from me in any way have changed. 

Tills report does not seam to contain all that Isas been published about the actions 
of the Secret Service agesit in confiscating and exposing the film. I therefore ask for 
all 3uch reports and, if any are withheld, a list of them ana tiie reasons for the 
withholding in each case. I moan by this all the reports about tho filming and. tho 
incident itself, not just the confiscation. 

With regard to too copy sent mo, I believe it was mado from a copy of unknown 
generation, ‘hwopying is clearly visible in the pages, as is the tell tala signs of 
rexoroxlng, on every page. I would prefer a copy made from the original. 

The report was not signed until 10 days after the examination referred to in it. 
ft is also signed by two people who were not part of that examination. I therefor© ask 
for all relevant documents, including covering letters, instructions and anything and 
everything else leading to this examination and this report or relevant to it and the 
examination, except for that which is among tho papers generally known as the panel 
report (the Boswell letter and his and ^Haaes 5-pag© report). If anything of this nature 
is denied me, I would appreciate a list so i any proceed further. 

Dcclascification of this report bears upon otlier mat;; rials that have been denied 
me. I therefore ask for a review of tho denial of that public information, and for copies 
if it is agreed that release of tills report eliminates the basis given in the other cases.
